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century, solely on humanitariay 
grounds, deserves our highest respect, 


ment in history, Whether or not 
opium is as injurious to the people 
of Ohina as some persons assert, we 
do not pretend to decide; but 
it is atleast worthy of note that, 
although there arc many advocates 
éager to’ demonstrate that the state- 
ments as to the pornicious effects of 
the drug have been much exagge- 


ing withthe argument that it does 
the Chinese any ‘good. And cer- 
tainly there seems to be good 
ground for the belief that opium- 
smoking is a vice of a scrious kind. 
—~a vice to which the vast and rapid 
increase in the consumption of the 
drug indicates that the nation is 
gradually becoming enslaved. It is 
true that Mr, Hart, in the most recent 
of the admirable reports wnich he 
has issued from time to time, deduces 
that the opium-smoking section of 
the Chinese people represents no 
more than two-thirds of one per 
cent. of their whole number.* 
But, if. this be the case, and if 
opium-smoking were a harmless, 
or even a moderately-pernicious, 
habit, why, we may well ask, is it 
that indulgence in the habit by this 
small minority excites, as it undoubt- 
edly docs, such grave and general 
concern throughout the Empire? 
And why is it that, even here in 
Tougkong, a Chinaman -owns with 
reluctance and some.sense of degra- 
dation to the fact of his being an 
opium-smoker ? 

~ The arguments of the late Dr. Med- 
hurst, published forty years ago, 
carry weight in proof of the baneful 
effects of opium on the Chinese race. 
According to him, the population of 
China, which was increasing at the 
rate of three per cent. per annum 


Witn the year 1881 begins: the’ 
second century of the opium trade 
with China, it having been in 1781 
that the first: direct shipment of 
opium was made by the Hast India 
Company from Caloutta. Prior to 
that, only small quantities | found 
their way irregularly, from time to 
time, into the country. What a 
remarkable and,at the same time, 
what a sad page of history 
the century of this trade discloses! 
The vast increase of the traffic is 
shown by the fact that, whereas the 
"-import in 1781 consisted of only one 
thousand chests, with a market value 
_ of $500,000, that for 1881 will not 
fall far short of 100,000 chests, 
> with a market value of more than 
#60,000,000. That is to say, it hag 
increased one hundred fold in amount 
and considerably -more than that in 
yalue. And this increase has taken 
place in spite of strenuous and wn- 
ceasing efforts to stop it on the part 
of the Chinese Government—efforts 
the sincerity and genuineness of 
which cannot but be apparent to 
everyone who has.studied at all care- 
fally the history of the century. 
The. opposition of the Chinese 
culminated in the year 1839 in the 
destruction of more than 20,000 
chests, valued at’ six millions of 
dollars, by Commissioner Lin, at the 
entrance of the Pearl river, and the 
public execution, in front of the 
foreign factories at Canton, of. re- 
~spectable Chinese who had been 
caught dealing in opium. The war, 
with England, of 1842, resulted from 
‘Lin’s action, and subsequently drew 
from the then ruler of China, after 
the treaty, of Nanking, the fol- 
lowing memorable protest "Tt 
ig true, I cannot prevent the 
introduction of the flowing poison; 
gain-seeking ant| corrupt men will, 
for profit and sensuality, 
wishes; but noting will induce me 
to derive a revenue from the vice and 
‘misery of my people.” This lofty 
sentiment, which emanated from the 
.- late Emperor Taou-kwang, has re- 
* eently been echoed by the Viceroy 
Li, in his letter to the Anti-opium 
Society of London. . . 
‘The courageous struggle against 
the opium traffic which the Chinese 
_ Government havo maintained fora 


prior to the introduction of opium, 

had diminished its rate of increase to 

one per cent. at the time when he 

wrote. Then, the foreign import 

was 40,000 chests perannum. Now, 

it is 100,000 chests; and we much 

fear that, after taking full account of 
all the circumstances of the last forty 

years, the diminution will be found 

to have been proportionately progres- 

sive. Another sad feature in connec- 
tion with this point is the self- 

poisoning of females by opium, now 

so prevalent throughout China. The 
drug is so accessible, and offers such 

an easy way out of the troubles of 
domestic life, that we need not 
wonder at its being extensively used 
for this purpose. 

The doubts frequently. expressed .as 
to the Bona fides of the Chinese Go- 
vernment in their attempts to sup- 
press the cultivation of the poppy 
are ‘certainly not justified by facts. 
Imperial edicts of the most sweeping 
kind are constantly being issued, and 
the mandarins ate repeatedly urged 
to use their best exertions to enforce 
the observance of the edicts. The 
cultivation of the poppy has also 
been made a capital offence. In fact, 
the regulations on the subject have 
been so strict as to have hitherto 
limited the extensive cultivation of 
the poppy. to the most distant provin- 
ces, and to districts far removed from 
the high roads. Such parts of China 
are poor enough in products, and it 
can easily be imagined that the small. 
er mandarins, whose duty it is to col- 
lect the land and other taxes, do not 
feel it advisable to enquire too close- 
ly as to the exact nature of the :pro- 


ducts that are cultivated by the hard 


worked tillers of the soil. . 
It-seems, however, to be at last 
dawning. on the mirids of ‘China's 


defeat. my | 


-rolers. that, until the import of the 
foreign drug is bfought more vader 
control, it is.sitnply idle. to carry on 
a crusade against this cultivation of 
tho.native plant, a course which can 
only result in enhancing the value of 
the foreign article, eo

“German Government for- depreda- 


trade exercises ad predominant, in- 
fluence: over the Chinese Govern- 
ment. is, in-our opinion, unsound, 
On the contrary, they have always 
shown a singular disposition to make 
any financial sacrifice in. order. to 
satisfy what they recognise as moral 
r obligations ; ‘and, considering that 
the vast majority of publie opinion 
is entirely with them on this all- 
important question, and that they 
can count on the patriotic support 
of the richer classes, we believe that 
the financial consideration is with 
them altogether subordinate, 
Not the. least noteworthy fact in 
connection with the opium .ques- 
tion is that the Chinese have found 


their struggle against opium, in their 
neighbours the Japanese. Thought- 
fall well-wishers of the two countries 
may derive considerable satisfaction 
from ‘this fact; and it augurs well for 
the establishment of: . permanent 
friendly relations between them that, 
on the high ground of humanity, 
both nations find in this matter a 
ground of union in sympathy, 
thought, and action. co, 

A few words may be said, in con- 
clusion, ag to the bearing of the 
opium trade on thé burning local 
question of the blockade of Hongkong 
by Chinese Customs’ cruisers. The 
usual remark: adduced -by our fellow 
residents against the demands of the 
Chinese is that it isno part of our 
duty to assist them in protecting 
their revenue. On what true ground, 
either moral or political, this can 
‘be held.to be England’s duty in the 
matter we have never been able to 
understand. Every civilised .coun- 
try recognizes its moral or_ political 
obligations in this respect to a neigh- 
bouring and friendly power, and we 
have yet to learn why England should 
continue to be an exception. The 
Chinese Government are frequently 
held responsible (on less legitimate 
grounds, we venture to think) by the 


tions by robbers on the high seas; 
and even the Irish papers talk about 
holding the American Government 
responsible for allowing the shipment 
of dynamite machines to England. 
In degree only lies the difference 
in analogy between the cases under 
consideration. To those obtuse indi- 
viduals who question the extent. of 
the contraband trade, in opium and 
salt éspecially, which is conducted 
from this colony as a basis, we 
would urge that they should exert 
themselves to get a committee ap- 
pointed to enquire into the matter ; 
and we can assure them that the re- 
sult will remove effectually any un- 
prejudiced misgivings they may 
really have on the subject. But 
perhaps what may be more to the 
point with this. section of opponents 
is the fact that there-is good ground 
for believing that the smuggling 
from Hongkong in opium. alone in- 
jures the steam shipping industry of 
this colony to the extent of upwards 
of $24,000 per annum in freight, and 
the insurance interests to the extent 
of some $18,000, or, in the aggregate, 
say $42,000, a sum which would be a 
welcome addition even to the pros- 
perous associations referred to. 

‘* We have dwelt somewhat at 
length on this interesting but vexed 
subject, which in the century just 
completed has occasioned so much 
trouble, suffering, bloodshed and,. 
we fear it must be confessed, misery, 
because there are indications. that 
the Chinese Government are now- 
alive to the impossibility of prevent- 
ing the import of foreign opium, and 
by peaceful. and effective means are 
endeavouting,’ by. special arrange- 
ment with the Indian Government, 
to control the import from abroad in 
such .o manner that the fiscal in- 
terests of England and China may. 
not be injured. Ifsuch'an arrange- 
ment’ be found to be practicable, it 
will solve-one of the most trouble. 
some social and fiscal problems of 
the age, and will ‘bo. welcomed not 
sonly by the British public, who are

consented to agree to. We now learn 
that the crisis has terminated, although 
no particulars have come to hand, 


A telegraphic message was received 
in town yestorday, conveying the very 
interesting intelligence that: strong 
reinforeomonts have been sent to’ 
Tripoli. - By some unfortunate mis- 
chance, however, the gentleman who 
wired the news, forgot to state from 
what country those. ‘reinforcements 
were sent. Qno would naturally think 
that His Majesty the Sultan ‘had sent 
troops. ,to. assist his vassal, but again, 
on the other hand, the movements of 
the French in Tunis might lead one to 
form other views. One thing is cer- 
tain, and that is that affairs in the 
north of Africa are becoming extremely 
threatening to the peace‘ of Europe.
